
Parents anger at 
% school ‘spies’ 


PARENTS are worried their 
children are being “spied on” at 
Ely College after it was revealed 
the school has a network of more 
than 100 CCTV cameras. 

Figures obtained by the Weekly 
News show that the school, in 
Downham Road, has 114 CCTV 
cameras in total - nearly one camera 
for every 10 pupils. 

The college says its network helps it to 
pick up on any injuries suffered on site, 
resolve disputes between pupils and 
provide evidence in criminal investigations. 

But the revelation has sparked a mixed 
reaction from parents with some worrying 
that their children are being “snooped” on. 

One mum, who did not want to be 
named, said: “I think all schools should 
have CCTV but I think to have 114 cameras 
is excessive. I have two children at the 
school and I’m quite alarmed. 

“I don’t like to think my kids are being 
snooped on, especially at school.” 

Civil liberties group Big Brother Watch 
has described it as an “astonishing level of 
surveillance for a school” and Nick Pickles, 
director of the group, added: “There are 
entire towns with fewer cameras.” 

The school has spent £36,000 over the 
years on the equipment, which costs about 
£400 a year to maintain. 

A former teacher at Ely College insists 
they “owe the continuation of their career” 
to the school’s CCTV cameras. 

The teacher said: “Some years ago a 
student made a malicious and wholly 
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unfounded accusation against me. 

“Fortunately for me, CCTV cameras 
established beyond any doubt that the 
student was lying. Without that camera, it 
would have been my word against the 
student’s. 

“I can assure anyone who may feel 
concerned by this report that surveillance 
cameras in the college are used in a positive 
way.” 

Soham Village College revealed it has 19 
cameras yet Witchford Village College 
refused to say how many it had, insisting it 
could jeopardise security at the school. 

A spokesman for Ely College said: “These 
cameras provide security coverage over our 
large campus area, making site security 
vastly more efficient and effective, and 
helping us in our responsibility to ensure 
student safety. 

“The footage has a wide range of practical 
uses. It regularly helps resolve disputes and 
provides remote monitoring of stairwells 
and other areas in case of falls or injury.” 

He added that cameras had recently was 
provided police with footage during a 
recent spate of lead theft from the college. 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire County 
Council said: “The decision to install CCTV 
or not rests with schools and governing 
bodies. The county council would support 
appropriate use of CCTV in schools, but 
head teachers and governors are better 
placed to assess whether it is necessary for 
their particular school.”

Residents reject city bid 

on parking charge issue play area 


FURY has erupted over city 
councillors’ plans to gain res¬ 
ponsibility for overseeing possible 
parking charges plans in Ely. 

Residents insist the responsibility for 
charges proposals - if they are relaunched 
- should not be handed from East 
Cambridgeshire District Council to the 
City of Ely Council as the city council is not 
an elected authority. 

The city council wants to hold res¬ 
ponsibility for any decisions on parking 
charges plans if they come back into the 
pipeline. Discussions are now being held 
between both authorities, but taxpayers 
are angry. 

Geoff Bates, of King’s Avenue, Ely, said: 
“What on earth is the city council 
thinking? It’s all right for them to hold 
responsibility for play areas, street lamps 
and litter bins but not something as big as 
car parking charges. 

“We have seen what a contentious issue 
this is in Ely, with thousands of people 
signing a petition against the charges. 

“None of the city councillors are elected 
and, therefore, plans which affect almost 
every single taxpayer in the district should 
not be decided by them.” 

Hugo Souter, of Beresford Road, added: 
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“When it comes to a decision as big as car 
parking charges, residents need that 
decision to be made by councillors who 
they have elected to represent them. 

“Yes, the district council has gone 
against people’s wishes recently when 
making numerous decisions but I still 
believe they should be responsible for 
parking charges if they rear their head 
again.” 

City Cllr John Yates revealed that the city 
council and district council were 
discussing the possibility. However, the 
district council insists other organisations 
are also being consulted. 

A district council spokesman said: “We 
are currently looking at all options related 
to car parking in Ely, and our con¬ 
versations with the City of Ely Council 
have been at the beginning of this progress 
as we discussed their ideas. 

“Over the next few months, the authority 
will be talking to a number of different 
groups to ensure a wide range of views are 
taken into account as we move forward.”

FRUSTRATED parents are 
demanding action at a 
“shabby” children’s play area. 

Residents say facilities at 
the play park in Downfields, 
Soham, are in desperate 
need of repair and that the 
park is becoming a “no-go 
area”. 

The park is the respon¬ 
sibility of Soham Town 
Council, which says it is 
aware that equipment does 
need replacing. 

Mum-of-two Chloe Jack- 
son, of Fordham Road, said: 
“I took my children there the 
other week and was quite 
shocked at how shabby and 
run-down it looked. 

“The play equipment is 
damaged and in desperate 
need of a spruce-up. It seems 
there’s also been a lot of 
vandalism there too, which is 
a shame.” 

Local dad Alex Chapman, 
35, added: “The council 
needs to do something with 
the play area as soon as 
possible. 

“It’s becoming a no-go 
area for my children and I, 
and I am sure many families 
feel the same. Everything 
about the park is shabby and 
in dire need of some tender 
loving care.” 

The issue has also been 
voiced on the community 
website, ShapeYourPlace. 

A spokeswoman for 
Soham Town Council said 
the authority is aware of 
issues at the play area. 

She said: “We have been in 
touch with the contractors, 
Wicksteed Ltd, and they will 
be visiting the site soon.”

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Trucker 
gets fine 
for street 
scrape 

A MILK truck driver may not 
have spilt a drop on a 
delivery but he did skim a 
car when trying to squeeze 
his vehicle through a tight 
spot, a court heard. 

David Romero was driving 
the insulated heavy goods 
vehicle when he damaged a 
blue car in New Barnes 
Road, Ely. 

Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court heard last Friday that 
Romero attempted there 
were cars parked on both 
sides of the street when 
Romero attempted to 
squeeze through. 

Laura Mardell, prose¬ 
cuting, said he struck the car 
before reversing and then 
hitting the car again, causing 
further damage. 

She said blue paint was 
later identified on the step 
into the lorry. 

Romero, 27, ofVictoria 
Road, Northampton, 
admitted driving without 
due care and attention at a 
previous hearing. 

Ian fackson, defending, 
said: “This was a 

misjudgement of width at 
low speed. It’s a very tight 
squeeze for a vehicle of that 
size and he thought he had 
done it without incident.” 

He said a row of clips 
holding on the car’s bumper 
had popped off and a small 
scratch was caused as a 
result of the scrape. 

Romero was given three 
penalty points on his driving 
licence, fined £125 and 
ordered to pay £70 costs and 
£15 victim surcharge. 


Concerns flare up at 
fire service cash cuts 


CONTROVERSIAL plans 
to leave Soham with just 
one fire engine are back 
in the spotlight, the 
Weekly News can con¬ 
firm. 

Fire chiefs say they are now 
planning for the “worst-case 
scenario” and that one of the 
town’s two engines needs to be 
axed in order to save cash. 

The plans have been in the 
pipeline for some time but 
were postponed earlier this 
year. 

Today, Cambridgeshire Fire 
and Rescue Service bosses are 
expected to persuade Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Peterborough 
Fire Authority to agree to 
remove the engine. 

There are also plans to 
remove Ely’s second 
appliance, although bosses are 
hoping to delay that until 
December. 

The severe cuts to frontline 
services will only be brought 
in if the fire authority agrees to 
them, and if the Government 
asks the service to find more 
than £4.2m in savings. 

The service will be told the 
amount it has to save from its 
budget in December. 

Chris Stickland, the deputy 
chief fire officer, said: “We are 
planning for the worst-case 
scenario. 

“If we have to make cuts of 
more than £4.2m we will be 
forced into a position where 
we have to start reducing 
frontline services, but we will 
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do that in a measured way and 
in a way that will have 
minimal impact on the 
community.” 

He said the locations being 
looked at were picked after 
taking into consideration how 
busy they are, their geo¬ 
graphical position in relation 
to other stations and the 
population of the areas. 

He added: “This is the 
second round of difficult 
decisions and we hope that 
members again improve our 
recommendations. 

“This will enable us to act 
quickly - and crucially make 
the savings in time - if the cuts 
are more severe than first 
thought.” 

Last year, the service’s 
budget was slashed by £2m. 

Second fire engines could 
also be removed from stations 
at St Ives and Ramsey. 

Swaffham and Burwell fire 
stations could also be merged, 
while Gamlingay, Manea and 
Thorney stations may be lost 
altogether. 

Adrian Clark, regional 
secretary of the Fire Brigades 
Union, said although the 
union signed an agreement to 
the plan, it was with “great 
reluctance”. 

He said: “Members of the 
union are very angry and don’t 
agree with cuts being made to 
the fire service.”

Council set for £100k 


CITY councillors will be given 
£100,000 to help build a new 
storage shed - if plans for the 
facility are approved. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council has agreed to hand the 
bumper amount to the City of 
Ely Council to put towards the 
building at Ely Cemetery. 

However, the plans must be 
approved by the district 
council’s planners before the 
money is handed over. 

The city council applied for 
planning permission to build a 
70sq m storage shed at the 
cemetery, in Beech Lane, in 
March this year. 

The district council’s comm¬ 
unity and environment sub¬ 
committee has agreed to 
provide £100,000 of Section 106 
funding towards the project. 


The money will also be spent 
on refurbishing the city 
council’s existing workshop at 
the cemetery. 

The council says the new 
shed would be used to store a 
mini-digger and lawnmowers 
and that a power supply to the 
building would not be required. 

The district council has also 
awarded Isleham Parish Council 
£87,752 to help build a new 
community and sports facility 
in the village and the 1st 
Bottisham Scout Group has 
received £3,892 to help build a 
disability ramp and resurface 
the footpath near their club. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs said: “I 
think all members look forward 
to seeing and hearing the 
projects which the Community 
Facilities Fund goes to support.”

Search begins for thugs 
who battered blind cat 



A BLIND cat is believed to 
have been either kicked 
or beaten before being 
dumped in a recycling 
clothes bin. 

The RSPCA has now 
launched an inquiry after 
the cat’s injuries were so 
bad it had to be put 
down. 

The cat, which was less 
than a year old, was 
found dumped in a 
clothing bank at the Tesco 
store in Hostmoor 
Avenue, March, on Bank 
May 8. 

The black and white 
animal had horrific 
injuries including a 
broken jaw. She was in 
poor body condition, was 
blind in both eyes and 
had severe nerve damage. 

She was found by 


someone emptying the 
bin and taken to a nearby 
vet for treatment. 

The cat was later 
transferred to the care of 
an RSPCA vet but had to 
be put to sleep to prevent 
her from suffering further. 

RSPCA inspector Ion 
Knight, who is invest¬ 
igating the incident, said: 
“This cat had a host of

life-threatening injuries, 
although they could be 
consistent with a road 
traffic accident, my gut 
feeling is she was actually 
kicked or beaten.”

Cllr Moakes has now revealed 
that Cllr Rouse is now allowed 
back onto his committees - but 
that Cllr Griffin-Singh and Cllr

and there are a number of orders 
in place to crack down on people 
involved in drink-related anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

“However, it is not a crime to 
drink in public, unless it causes a 
genuine nuisance, or intimi¬ 
dation. 

“It is commendable that some

“We would always advise 
people call 999 in an emergency 
or 101 to report a crime.”

Sir, having lived directly on the 
junction of Broad Street and Back 
Hill for nearly 30 years, we feel that 
perhaps we might speak with some 
authority on the general traffic flow 
in this area.

Primary given 
nod to expand 

SSL - New school bid moves on 


A NEW primary 
school is one step 
closer to being built 
in Soham. 

Education chiefs 
at Cambridgeshire 
County Council 
have now submitted 
plans to open a third 
primary school in 
the town. 

The plans involve 
building the school, 
as well as early years 
facilities, on land 
north of Kingfisher 
Drive and west of 


The Shade. The 
proposals include 
sports facilities and 
other associated 
infrastructure. If 
approved by East 
Cambridgeshire 
District Council 
planners, the school 
could open by 
September next 
year. 

The move will 
increase the town’s 
primary schools to 
three and will 
provide places for 


the increasing 
number of primary 
schoolchildren. 

The council says 
the school would be 
built in two phases, 
each phase 
providing 210 places 
for pupils aged 4 to 
11. It would also 
boast a two-room 
pre-school facility 
for children aged 2 
to 4. 

A decision could 
be made within the 
next two months. 


A PRIMARY school in Ely 
is to expand. 

Education chiefs at Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council have 
been given the green light to 
increase the size of Ely St Mary’s 
funior School in High Barns. 

The £1.2m expansion will 
enable the school to take on 480 
pupils instead of the current 360. 
It is hoped the project will be 
complete by September 1, 2013. 

The expansion was approved 
by the county council’s cabinet 
on Tuesday. 

The news will come as a relief 
to parents in Ely as the city’s 
waiting list for school places is 
constantly increasing. 

A report put before the cabinet 
said: “Demographic forecasts for 
Ely indicate there will be a 
continued requirement for Ely St 
Mary’s School to offer 480 places 
for the next five years. 

“There are also plans for large- 
scale housing development in 
the north of Ely which will 
require further additional 
primary school places to be 
provided in the medium term. 

“Expansion of St Mary’s 


represents part of a sustainable 
response to these increased 
pupil numbers.” 

The cabinet heard how for 
September this year, 96 
applications for places have 
already been made to the school. 

The report added: “It is anti¬ 
cipated that further applications 
will be received between now 
and September.” 

The capital cost of the school’s 
expansion will be paid for by the 
Children and Young People’s 
capital programme. 


fohn Hickish, the school’s 
head, said: “I am delighted that 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
has agreed the necessary and 
long-anticipated expansion 
plans for St Mary’s. 

“We expect to increase to four 
classes in each year group over 
the coming years. 

“Builders are due on site next 
week, and we can expect some 
fantastic new facilities for our 
children, while maintaining the 
beautiful green site that the 
school enjoys.”

Charity slashes fuel bills 


RESIDENTS and organ¬ 
isations are able to save 
money when heating their 
premises thanks to a 
scheme launched in East 
Cambridgeshire. 

Littleport-based charity 
Cambridgeshire ACRE has 
launched a project 
designed to make it 
cheaper for people to buy 
heating oil. 

Kirsten Bennett, the 
charity’s chief executive, 
said: “The key to making 
this work will be having 
local people who will 
collate the syndicate 
members’ oil orders once a 
month and pass the 


information on to us, and 
who will then let the local 
members know the cost 
per litre and the delivery 
date. 

“That’s pretty much it. 
For doing this, the local 
collectors will get free 
membership of the 
scheme. Membership is 
£20 per year. 

“Scheme members will 
be able to order as many 
times as they like during 
the year and the price will 
be negotiated centrally.” 

The project is open to 
homeowners, businesses 
and community groups. 
Red diesel can also be 


supplied for agricultural 
machinery. 

Already, members and 
co-ordinators from 
Haddenham, Wilburton 
and Little Thetford have 
signed up for the scheme. 

Members purchased oil 
at the end of April for 
0.568p per litre compared 
with the average price of 
0.62p and highest price 
found of 0.71p, meaning 
members saved £52 
against the average price if 
they purchased 1,0001.

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Villagers sign up

Margaret Patterson, 75, from 
Landbeach, has collected 200 
signatures calling for Stagecoach 
to reconsider. She and her 
husband Roland, 82, rely on the 
bus to go to Ely every week. 

Mrs Patterson said: “My 
husband suffers from dementia 
and there is a good walk-in advice 
and help service in Ely. 

“He has been given a driving 
licence for a year but he can only 
travel short distances and by 
November we will probably be 
entirely reliant on the buses.” 

Mrs Patterson added: “This bus 
service is a lifeline for people 
living in the villages.” 


The area’s councillor, Michael 
Williamson, supported the cam¬ 
paign at a meeting of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council. 

He said: “Villagers rely heavily 
on this service and without it 
many would be isolated in their 
own homes.” 

Andy Campbell, managing 
director of Stagecoach 
Cambridgeshire, said: “If 200 
people had used the bus we 
wouldn’t have made the decision. 
There were a limited number of 
people who used it from Water¬ 
beach and Landbeach and the 
majority of them travelled to 
Cambridge. 

“There’s an option for people 
who wish to travel to Ely to get the 
service into Milton and then pick 
up the 9 going through to Ely.”

THE Royal Society 
for the Protection of 
Birds (RSPB) is 
urging people not to 
shoot crows or rooks 
- even if they are 
causing a nuisance. 

The organisation says 
the birds are protected by 
law and that deterrents 
should always be used 
instead of killing them. 

It comes after the 
Weekly News reported last 
week that angry residents 
in Ely were calling for 
crows and rooks to be 
shot. 

People say the numbers 
of the birds nesting in 
trees and on rooftops in 
the Annesdale and Station 
Road area of the city are 
“spiralling out of control”

and that their numbers 
need controlling. 

Complaints have been 
made to the City of Ely 
Council - but it says only 
the district council can 
take action and only if 
they are deemed a health 
and safety hazard. 

The district council said 
it had not received any 
complaints. 

A spokeswoman for the 
RSPB said if the birds do 
become a nuisance in a 
public place that the 
district council would 
need to seek guidance 
before taking any action. 

She said: “Rook and 
crow roosts are among 


the most spectacular in 
the natural world. 

“Both birds are intelli¬ 
gent and inquisitive and 
although they may not be 
the most loved of birds, 
we should appreciate 
them for being an integral 
part of British cultural 
heritage. 

“Crows and rooks are 
protected by law under 
the Wildlife and Country¬ 
side Act and the RSPB 
does not condone the 
illegal killing of these 
birds. 

“If they are becoming a 
nuisance in a public 
place, the local authority 
would need to seek 
guidance and would 
preferably look into 
deterrents as a first 
option.”

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Emissions-free future: Wind turbines are an opportunity to gather your own electricity - courtesy of mother nature. 


How harvesting 
wind can mean 
free electricity 


BEFORE he moved onward 
and upward, David 
Cameron had one on his 
London home and you can 
too, but domestic wind 
turbines aren't a practical 
way of generating elec¬ 
tricity for many of us. 

The question is: could your 
home be suitable for one? 

On the face of it, wind turbines 
are a good bet because the UK 
gets around 40 per cent of the 
wind energy in Europe. 

The advantages of having your 
own turbine are that you get free 
electricity (although you 
obviously have to pay for the 
turbine and its installation) and 
reduce your C02 emissions. 

As long as your turbine 
complies, you can also earn 
money through the Government’s 
Feed-in Tariffs scheme (see 
www.energysavingtrust.org. uk ). 
This will pay you not only for the 
electricity you generate and use, 


but also for any you export to the 
National Grid. 

There are two types of domestic 
wind turbine: pole or mast- 
mounted ones, which are free¬ 
standing and usually around 
5kW-6kW in power, and roof- 
mounted ones, which are smaller, 
at typically lkW-2kW. 

Turbines either store the 
electricity they generate in 
batteries, so it can be used on 
days when there’s little or no 
wind, or are connected to the 
National Grid. 

Roof-mounted turbines are the 
cheapest option. The Energy 
Saving Trust says that a domestic 
roof-mounted lkW turbine will 
cost around £2,000, while a 6kW 
pole-mounted one will be around 
£22,500. 

It estimates that annual 
maintenance will cost £100-£200, 
with a well-maintained turbine 
lasting more than 20 years. If the 
turbine has batteries, these will 
need to be replaced every six to 
10 years on average. 


Location is key. They important 
things are the speed and direction 
of the wind and what 
obstructions are in the way, such 
as trees and buildings. Because of 
this, wind turbines aren’t suitable 
for a lot of homes, but if you think 
yours might be a candidate, 
fitting an anemometer (wind 
gauge) for at least three months is 
the best way to find out how 
much wind it gets. 

Most turbines need a minimum 
wind speed before they can start 
generating electricity, so check 
with the manufacturer before you 
invest in one. The ideal location is 
a smooth-topped hill that’s 
exposed and free from obstruc¬ 
tions and turbulence. 

Planning permission often isn’t 
required for a domestic wind 
turbine, but check with your local 
council first because there will be 
exceptions. If your home’s 
leasehold, you may need the 
permission of the freeholder, 
especially if you want to put the 
turbine on the roof.

MEN IN BLACK 3 (3D) 
Certificate PG, 1h45m 

THIRD time’s a charm for the sharp- 
suited Men In Black, who rediscover 
their swagger 10 years after the 
lacklustre second instalment. 

Set largely in July 1969, MIB3 
is a time-travelling caper which 
ties up loose threads in a neat 
bow, suggesting this could and 
perhaps should be the end of the 
Smith and Jones double-act. 

It would be an entertaining 
swansong for a franchise which 
burst onto the big screen in 1997 
and became one of the year’s 
biggest hits behind Titanic and The 
Lost World: Jurassic Park. 

Director Barry Sonnenfeld 
imbues each breathlessly 
orchestrated scene with impish 
humour, from a protracted kiss 
that churns stomachs to a slime- 
slathered skirmish with a giant 
fish. 

The film opens in the Lunar Max 
high security prison where a 
Boglodite assassin called Boris 
The Animal (Jemaine Clement) 
engineers a daring escape with 
help from his sexy girlfriend 
(Nicole Scherzinger). The snarling 
supervillain plans to travel back in 


time and kill the man who put him 
behind bars and shot off his left 
arm: Agent K (Tommy Lee Jones). 

The ripple effect causes Agent K 
to disappear from the future, 
heralding a full-scale Boglodite 
invasion of Earth. 

Having ascertained the past has 
been altered, Agent J (Will Smith) 
also travels back to 1969 where 
he meets the young Agent K (Josh 
Brolin), who claims to be 29 years 
old. 


With assistance from the young 
Agent O (Alice Eve) and an 
otherworldly soothsayer called 
Griffin (Michael Stuhlbarg), J races 
against the clock to save his best 
friend from annihilation. 

Men In Black 3 initially treats us 
to Smith and Jones in full flow. 

Once the plot steps back in 
time, Brolin broadly captures the 
deadpan delivery and mannerisms 
of Jones’s elder incarnation.

Add prestige to your pondlife

I F you’ve ever walked past an 
ornamental lake and 
marvelled at the fish in the 
water, perhaps it’s time to 
introduce some fish into your 
own pond. 

While water in a garden can create an 
air of peace and tranquillity, fish can 
provide extra character and movement 
and will quickly learn to respond to their 
owners, although it isn’t a great idea to 
tame them. 

However, you can’t just pick out a 
pretty one from an aquatic centre and 
take it home and hope for the best. There 
are several important considerations 
before you begin. 

Firstly, the pond needs to be of an 
adequate size to accommodate the fish 
and give them the best chance of 
survival. The rule of thumb is to allow 
lcm of fish body length for every 60 sq 
cm of pond surface. 

The pool also needs an area at least 
75-110cm (30-39in) deep which will 
remain ice-free, giving the fish a resting 
place in winter. If you're hoping to keep 
koi carp, this area will need to be deeper 
- around 1.2m (4ft). 

The most obvious choice for a small 
pond is the common goldfish. Go to a

reputable aquatics centre and select fish 
which are small and compact, look alert 
and active, are swimming well and not 
looking listless or unhealthy. Avoid those 
with torn fins, fluffy growths or blood 
stains on them. 

More exotic goldfish, such as 
twintails and fantails, do better in 
aquariums rather than ponds. Golden 
orfe are surface swimmers and need a 
pond at least 3m (10ft) long as they may 
jump out of smaller ponds if startled. 
They make excellent display fish, but 
grow quite large so are not suitable for 


smaller pools. Other suitable fish for 
ponds include shubunkins and golden 
comet. 

If you have a larger pond you can 
consider keeping koi, an ornamental 
species of carp which are much prized 
by the Japanese for their exotic 
colouring and marking. Always buy koi 
only from a reputable source and make 
sure that your garden is secure, as large 
or well-coloured specimens are 
extremely valuable. 

When you are creating a new pond, 
make sure the plants are established and 


the water is clear and balanced before 
introducing any fish. A six-month period 
will allow the water plants to grow, 
providing some shade and a few hiding 
places, while the oxygenating plants 
have time to become established. 

Floating foliage will give fish shade 
and cover from herons and other 
predators, while all the plants in and 
around the edges of the pond take up 
fish waste matter with their roots and 
help to keep the water in good condition. 

Suitable plants for ponds include iris, 
nymphaea, Acorus calamus and 


Butomus umbellatus. Canadian 
pondweed is good for the water if you 
have fish, as it’s an evergreen which 
keeps oxygenating the pond all year 
round and you don’t need to plant it. 
Bunches are sold weighted down at one 
end and will root into the debris which 
builds up in the bottom. However, it is 
invasive and will need to be thinned out 
several times in the summer to stop it 
taking over. 

Let fish acclimatise to the water 
gradually. It’s a good idea to let them 
float in a plastic bag on the surface for 
an hour until the water adjusts to pond 
temperature and then open the bag and 
let them swim out. 

Pond fish are cold-blooded and the 
amount of food they need depends upon 
their activity, which is closely tied to the 
water temperature. Goldfish and koi 
become very sluggish below 8-10C and 
it is generally best not to feed them when 
daytime temperatures fall below 10C or 
if there is any night-time ice on the 
pond. Feeding at too low a temperature 
can result in food being uneaten and 
polluting the water. 

Even when it is mild enough, feed 
only lightly until warmer weather 
arrives. Special foods are available for 
cool weather feeding that are more 
readily digested. Follow the 
manufacturer’s recommendations on 
when to feed and use a pool 
thermometer if necessary to monitor 
water temperature. Feeding during the 
milder days of autumn can help to build 
fish up for their winter ‘down time’, and 
feeding in the warmer days of spring 
will help them to recover from the 
winter. When really cold weather finally 
arrives, it’s best to stop feeding 
altogether.

Boat Race anniversary 
to be celebrated at Ely 


A SPECIAL river event in Ely 
on June 10 celebrates the 
city’s historical ties with 
rowing and the successful 
completion of ‘Learn to Row’ 
courses, sponsored by 
British Rowing in the 
Eastern Region. 

Isle of Ely Rowing Club are 
hosting a special regatta for 
newcomers to the sport, who 
have recently completed a 
British Rowing Learn to Row 
course. 

The regatta aims to attract 
novice rowers from Ely, 
Broxbourne and Bedford and 
will provide a sporting 
backdrop to the Boat Race 
Founders’ Day picnic, which 
will be marking the 183rd 
anniversary of the first Oxford 
v Cambridge boat race. 

The first boat race was 
rowed at Henley on Thames 
in 1829 and was co-founded 
by Charles Wordsworth and 
Charles Merivale, who was 
Dean of Ely Cathedral from 
1869 until his death in 1893. 
The celebrations on June 10 
begin with Sung Eucharist in 
Ely Cathedral, where the Isle 
of Ely RC’s single sculling 
boat named “Charles 
Merivale” will take pride of 
place in the nave. 

After the service, the boat will 
be carried aloft to the river at 
Annesdale Quay where it will 
be reunited with the rowing 
club’s identical single sculling 


boat, named “Charles 
Wordsworth”. Descendants 
of Merivale and Wordsworth 
will scull the boats in a 
ceremonial row along the 
Great River Ouse, under the 
railway bridge towards the 
Isle of Ely RC, watched by 
well-wishers and other 
descendants of the Merivale 
and Wordsworth families, 
who have been invited to Ely 
for the event. 

Jack Waterfall, chairman of 
the Boat Race Founders’

afterwards picnic on the 
meadow. 

During the afternoon, the 
Learn to Row regatta will take 
place providing an 
appropriate end to the day’s 
events.

In the cold light of day, perhaps 
the only thing Goodjohn could 
have done differently was really go 
for the jugular at the half-dozen 
times in the contest when he had 
clearly hurt Connor, 25, who tired 
badly in the closing minute of the 
last five rounds. 

Connor had some success with 
his left jab in the early rounds, but 
Goodjohn soon became 
accustomed to swatting them 
away with ease while his opponent 
ran out of ideas beyond survival as 
the bout wore on.
